In a sermon in the Brooklyn “Eagle” (Dec. 21, 1925), Stanley, the explorer, 
writes thus about David Livingstone, the great missionary-pioneer of Africa 
“Here is a man who is manifestly sustained as well as guided by influences from 
Heaven. The Holy Spirit dwells in him. God speaks through him. The hero 
ism, the nobility, the pure and stainless enthusiasm at the root of his life came 
bevond question from Christ. There must, therefore, be a Christ, and it is worth 
while to have such a Helper and Redeemer as this Christ undoubtedly is, as He 
reveals Himself to this wonderful disciple.” And whereas Stanley, up to that 
time, had felt little interest in Christianity in the abstract, he desired to have the 
controlling spirit of Livingstone’s life for himself. Seeing was, in his case, 
believing. 


Last October, in London, there was a great Salvation Army parade, appar 


ently with floats, sfowing features of the Army’s work. In the account we read

The joy of the Lord your strength 
every day, under all circumstances, your whole life long. 

How to get it? Speak to Christ personally about it—just where you are 
when you read this. Tell Him you have now been told that He bought for you 
on the Cross things of which you never heard before; that you want all that be- 
longs to you because of His atoning sacrifice; also that you are willing to pay 
the price!

The way in which various Popes have 
exercised the Kingship of Christ, as His 
“Vicars” was thus described by Ernest 
Phillipps in “The Churchman’s Maga- 
zine” (London), Jan., 1925: 

Universal and absolute power has 
been claimed by the Popes for ages. 
Popes have claimed the right to depose 
kings and absolve their subjects from 
their oath of allegiance. This doctrine 
was taught and practised first by 
Gregory II in 730, by Gregory VII, 
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Urban II, Paschal II, Innocent III, 
Gregory IX, Innocent IV, Boniface 
VIII and Paul III. The latter deposed 
Henry VIII of England, and Pius V, 
Gregory XIII and Sixtus V deposed 


Queen Elizabeth. The bull of Pope 


Pius V, issued in 1570, is entitled, “The
